The six men involved are Da­ 
vid W Bean. Otto Praeger Jr.. 
Burt Sehaberg, Donald Vinson. 
Robert Olson and Harold Eagle­ 
ton 
They 
received 
a patent 
Sept IS (No 3.148 639 for their 
“Method 
and 
System for Gas 
Transmission ” 
The project began about the 
middle <4 1958 when Interstate 
noticed that it was taking more 
and more pressure to send nat­ 
ural 
gas 
through 
the pipe­ 
lines into the homes of consum­ 
ers 
' During the winter, it got es­ 
pecially * bad.’* David Bean, a 
pioneer m discovering the prob­ 
lem, said. “Our pipelines are 
built to carry about 960 pounds 
of pressure That is more than 
adequate for our needs, or at 
least we thought it was. But that 
winter we began to notice that 
it was taking nearly the maxi­ 
mum amount of pressure in the 
pipeline to service our custom­ 
ers 
We began to wonder 
if. 
under the worst p>s#ible condi­ 
tions. 've could do our job” 
Donald 
Vinson 
nodded 
his 
agreement 
"We 
asked 
an and 
some," 
Vinson said 
“but no one was 
sure Some of the older fellows 
in the business said there was 
nothing to be done about it. No 
one knew what caused it and 
there was no solu'ion” 
* Actually that made it more 
of a problem and a challenge 
to us to solve it." Bean added 
“To 
understand 
the 
whole 
thing you have to start at the 
beginning 
When 
the 
natural 
gas is taken out of toe ground. 
it is run through a separator 
to filter out the water and oil 
which come up with it. In the 
separator, the gas is heated to

about 70 degrees before It 
is 
sent into the pipes. During the 
summer months, we have 
no 
problem. But during the winter.; 
the ground is cold and the tem­ 
perature difference between the 
gas 
and 
the ground 
outside 
causes the gas to condense or 
form liquid. It s the same thing 
that causes 'sweat' to form on 
the side of a drinking glass when 
the contents is cold and 
the 
room is warm 
“ Of course, we knew this liq 
uid was forming in the lines and 
we had release valves to help 
control it. These were opened 
once a day and the accumulat­ 
ed gasoline was blown into the 
atomsphere But this wasn't solv­ 
ing our problem” Otto Prae­ 
ger. one of the men who be­ 
came involved in the early stag­ 
es of the project, cleared 
his 
throat. 
"What 
we 
didn't 
know,” 
Praeger said, ‘ was that some 
of this liquid had accumulated 
in the low places in the pipe­ 
lines and couldn't be blown out 
We had to get used to the idea 
that the pressure in the lines 
was trying to push this liquid 
along but was failing And we 
had 
to 
keep 
reminding 
our­ 
selves and each other that the 
pressure we lost on each hill. 
we couldn't regain The liquid 
collected in the low spot before 
a hill was multiplied by all the 
hills the line traveled over. 
"After we figured out what 
the problem might be. we had 
to convince other people 
that 
this was the problem and that 
it could be solved Then we be­ 
gan working on a solution 
"We came up with several 
other ideas before we settled on 
a final one." Vinson smiled 
"One of them would have cost

sphere nad been used for clean­ 
ing out the pipelines. What we 
decided on was a sphere which 
would completely fill up 
the 
pipe so that it could push the 
liquid along in front of it 
The 
problem here was that we have 
four different sizes (rf pipes. 16- 
18-. 20- and 24-inch. We had to 
figure out 
how 
to 
set off a 
sphere of the correct size when 
the gas moved into a larger 
pipe We had to put in a bin 
for the spheres to fall into when 
they had run their course Also. 
we had to figure out how to 
trap the liquid in storage tanks 
without 
trapping 
the 
spheres 
and the natural gas Among the 
six of us. we were able to work 
it all out. 
“ The way ifs set up now. we 
have IO spheres at each start­ 
ing point The first works on a 
time cycle and starts between

These reproduce the colors of 
traffic signals stationed along 
the line which control the speed 
of trains If the driver fails to

If he fails to hear 
that, the robots take over. An
